feete, for a ſurer triall of the truth, caſt them all into the 
water, and not one {unke, but all (wam like leaues : And 
whereas lorden, one of the beſt running waters of the 
world, where Chrilt Ieſus himſelfe did chuſe to be bapti- 
zed, doth now empty it ſelfe into this lake, (as farmerly 
it ran through that pleaſant country, which therefore was 


called the vale of Jorden ): if by aviolent land-water the Geneſ.1% 


ſhes of Iorden,which arc many and delicate, be carried 
never ſo little into the lake; if inſtantly they recouer not 
the river againe, they dye preſently. The colonr of the 
lake, is genexally ſtrange and,ygly,and it Reagan thriſe 
aday : thenature of the water poyſonous,and {melsfo vn- 
naturally,that no man comes neere it butwith offence,nor 
vnto it but with danger of life, vnletle he come armed 
with preſeruariues, Round about the brinkes of the lake 
there grow (tore of vines and fruit trees of all forts, 
which beare grapes and fruit molt pleaſant to the eye, as 
remnants and evidences of the former fertility : Bur be- 
hold the finger of God, and hand of heaven, for take 
thoſe grapes or fruits, and breake or bruiſe them to be ea- 
ten, and there is nothing within that faire and beautifull 
outſide, but blehy linking and poyſonous afhes, as 
though ſome vile matter had beene newly burnt.

a man may ſafely eate and drinke with bim that hath the 
plagueyor play with Vipers, Aſpes, and Adders, then may 
thele men (ſafely dally with theſe linnes : Be then aduiſed 
all chat eſtceme the ſafety of their ſoules, not to be too 
bold with Popiſh bookes, without their anſwers,nor with 
popiſh company, without atſured hope of their conuer- 
ſion, leſt not ar holy things, exerciſe thy witte better : 


take heede of filthy words,for the Poet tels thee, and God * C92r-1 5.33: 


himſclfe auerrs,that they corrupe geod manners: take heede © 


of the Theater,where(ifthe olde Fathers may be truſted) 70t»{.deSpet?, 


amancan hardly eſcape acquaintance with the Diuell, 
and our daily and dreadfull experience tels vs, that not 
one of a thouſand get any good there, and that acciden- 
tally,but thouſands are there poiſoned and infeed, and 
that certainely and incuitably. 


To goe alictle further in this point of the reſem. Se. 7, 


blance. Poyſon having entred any where, as it ſeekes ro 
creepe preſently our all, ſo deſires it eſpecially to ſeiz: vp- 
on the hearty (uch a malice and pride lies in the malig- 
nant nature of it,that it aſpires to the heart; and ſucha 
craft and cunning lurkes in it, that hauing once entred, 
it creepes cloſely and vnfelt, till ir get tothe heart; bur ha- 
uving poſleſt it felfe of that (oueraigne part in man, then 
like a tyrant it raignes and rages, and infeRing firlt the 
vitall bloud and noble parts, it diftuſcth ir (elte ouer all 
and every part : And ſuch is the nature of Sinnegthe (pi- 
rituall poiſon of the Soulez enter where it will, it is the 
heart ic aymes at, and it will never (tay till it come there : 
che

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the truth of this is ſo cleere, as proofes are needlefle : for 
who knowes notthatthe ſenſes are but the doores or win. 
dowes, but the heartis the throne, and the Soule it (elfe 
the ſeate of Sinne : and hence is it that Sa/omen aduiſcth : 
My (ore, keepe thy beart with all diligence. Let vs make a 
true vie of this dotrine,by learning totake the more [pe- 
ciall heede of oxr hearts, leſt as Chriſt ſaith, rhe be oppreſſed 
with ſurfetting or drunkenneſſe, or carer of this world : For 
the morethe Diuell Iabours to poiſon that part aboue all, 
the more ſhould we ftrive to preſerue it: And good rea- 
ſon; for the heartis Gods throne, where God delights to 
dwell: For,thas ſath the high and boly One,that inhabites 6 
rornity whoſe name is Holy: 1 dwell m the high and holy place, 
and with bu al/s that is of a contrite and bumble ſpon . If 
our heart be Gods throne, then is he a traytor that ſuffers 
ſinne, Gods great enemy,to lit in theſeate, and tyrannize 
in the throne of God: lefle matter if Sinne would be con- 
tent with the eyes or tongue, or exteriour and inferiour 
parts of many but its a proud preſumptious tyrant, and 
aſpires to the heart, the ſeate of the ſoueraigne Maielly of 
God. Puthim downe therefore as a tyrant,and keepe him 
a farre off, like a polluted and poiſonfull companion as 
heis. Thus much for the firlt point of the reſemblance. 
Secondly, in the next place, Poiſon for the moſt part 
kils not preſently,but after a timeſome ſooner, ſome later, 
but all at laſt, The lealians have poiſons, (clpecially ſince 
the leſuits were hatched)that will kill after a day,a weeke, 
a month, a yeare, and ſo farre fram killing preſently ,that 
generally at firſt they are pleaſant, but at laſt they are 
deadly. So finne kils not at the brit, but as /e6 ſaith,wick- 
edneſſe is ſweet in the ſinners month : and Salomon, a ſwner 
may doe exit! a hundreth times and yet his dayes be prolonged : 
and Godtels Cain, that sf he doe exxll, ſinne lies at the deere : 
that is, the torment and puniſhment of ſinne is not in- 
ſtantly felt, but is at hand, and will as ſurely ſeize on the 
ſinner,as a madde Dogge that Iyes at the doore, will flye 
on him that prouokes him, and comes within his reach.

For, as Poiſon, though it kill not preſently, yet being ta- 
ken and not prevented, it kils at laſt infallibly, and in the 
meane time the party —_ howeuer he ſeemes ex- 
ternally,is deadly infeeted within, and carryes his death 
about him daily : So faith 7eb in the ſame place, though Iob 20. 13. 
wickedneſſe be ſweet in the ſinners month, and though he hide 14-16. 
it, yet the meate in bus bowels is turned, and it is the gall of Aſpes 

within him,and the Vipers tongue ſhall (lay him: (See how the 

holy Ghoſt followes the figure we haue in hand : And 
though,as Se/omon ſaith, a (inner after many (innes beſtill 

ſpared and prolonged; yet faith he in the ſame place, 7 

know ſurely, (ſee the certainety of it) i ſpall not goe well wth 

the wicked,but be ſhall be 4s a ſhadow, 

The vle of this DoQtrine is to teach vs the miſerable 77%. 
condition of the wicked man, what port he beares, or 
countenance foeuer he carries in the world: For,howſo- 
ever they flouriſh tor a time, yet are they poiſoned with 
alingring bue deadly poiſon, (oasin the meane time,they 
doe - walke about as Salomon (aith, ke adowes on the 
earth, ſure to linke downe and fall away on the ſodaine 
into the depth of deſtrution; for they carry their death 
about them daily, and haue that continually in their 
boſomes, that will betheir bane, and eate our the life and 
wel-becing of their ſoules, Whereas therefore men of or- 
dinary conceits, doe [tand amazed at the glory and ſup- 
poſed happinetile of ſuch great ones as feare not God,and 
hold them the onely happy men of che world. Contrari- 
wiſe, thoſe of better Iudgements, and betrer acquainted 
withthe wayes of God,do hold them worthy to be pittied 
rather then enuied,and ſay tothemlelues, alas poore crea- 
tures, they walke vp and downe like ſhadowes, they 
ſeeme glorious for the preſent, but alas, how certaine, how 
ſodaine,and how fearefull will their deltruRion be, it they 
take not the preſent Antidotes of Faith, Repentance and 
Reformation ? 

Thirdly, Sinne is like to poiſon thus : The eltima= Sf. g, 
tion of poiſon is not by the quantitic, but the nature of

it : Poiſon is therefore hatefull, becauſe it is poiſon, be it 
more, or beit lelle ; nay, it often fals out, that euen alit- 
tle poiſon may be as deadly as a great quantitic z as the 
poiſon of ſome Spiders will as readily kill,as the poiſon of 
Dragons : and in fome parts of /tely (faith Scabger) there 
be Spiders of {o poiſonfull a nature, as will kill him that 
treas vpon them, and breake a glaſle if they but creepe 
ouer. T his ſhewes clearely, that the force of this poiſon 
is not meaſured by the quantitie,but the nature of it. And 
even ſo,the force of Sinneconliſtsnotin greatnelle of the 
ſubieR,or obieR of it,butin the poiſonf Fi neture of irzfor 
that it is the breach of the Law, and violation of the Iu- 
ſtice,and a prouocation of the wrath of God:and is a pre- 
ſent poiſon,and eternall damnation to man Soules:there- 
fore as the leaſt poiſon is poiſon,and therefore deadly to 
the body,and deteſtedz(o the leaſt linneis linne,and there- 
fore deadly to the ſoule, and to be abhorred. 

The due con({)deration of this point, miniſters vs mat- 
ter of anſwere to two difhculties, that many men ſtum- 
ble ar. | 
1, This ſhewes why eAdams was ſo great and foule a 
fall, and worthy therefore in iuſtice of ſo greata puniſh- 
ment, forhe committed Sinne z and if ithad beene the 
leaſt ſinne inthe world, yet being a (inne;it was therefore 
a poiſon to his Soule, an infetion to his nature, and a 
iuſt offence to the maieltic of God : alittle poiſon is ſufh- 
cientto kill the body,and the lealt linne the Soulez there- 
foree Adams (inne and diſobedience being ſo foule, no 
maruell if it receiued (o great a puniſhment : And to ſay 
hee did but cate of afruit of a Tree, and why therefore 
ſhould he be ſo puniſhed? is as a man ſhould ſay, ſuch a 
one had eaten butalittle paore Spider,. and why ſhould 
he bepoiſoned ? 

2, Some conlidering the meanes of our redemption, 
maruell why it ſhould be of neccſhtic that Gods Sonne 
mult come to ſaue vs; or if he needs mult be incarnate, 
and ſutter, yer why ſhould he die? might not (lay they) 

man 
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man haue been redeemed by an calier meanes?No atlured- 
ly, and this DoQtrine ſhewes it: for Sinneis poilcn, and 
ifthe leaſt,then how poiſontull are the great z and if one, 
then how much more all ſinnes together ? Mans Soule 
therefore being poiſoned with many and great linnes, 
the leaſt wha is deadly,it cannot be holpen, nor reco- 
uered with an antidote of leile price then the death of 
Chriſt, Sinne being a ſpirituall poiſon, our poiſoned 
foules could nor be healed without a Methridate confe- 
Red of the beſt bloud that euer the world had : for as the 
iſons naturall are helped, and prevented by naturall 
elpesz and poiſons of art, by artificiall z and all carthly 
poilons,by earthly Antidotes: So the ſpirituall poilon of 
Sinne, muſt have a fpirituall Antidote z and the moſt 
deadly poiſon, the molt ſoucraigne Antidotezonely here 
is the difference, that Hell giues the poiſon, but Heaven 
the helpe. The poiſon is.iofernall, but the Antidote muſt 
be celeftiall. Thus, if itbe ducly conſidered what Sinne 
is, wee ſhall findeit necelTarie, that as the Apoſtle ſaith, 


(Þriff Leſns ſhould by bus owne ſelfe make purgation of them, Heb. 1. 3. 


Yet further : Sinne is like to poiſon thus. Poiſons 
are of many ſorts, and admit many diſtinions, eſpeci» 
ally three,

3. And of the Operation of them. 


1. In regardof the Qualitie. Some poiſons are hot, Sed. 12. 
and ſome cold,ſome (leepic,lome {welling,and ſome con- 1. The qualitie. 


ſuming poiſons :. So is it in Sinne, the (pirituall poiſons 
of the Soule. 2, Couctouſneile, and the baſe loue of 
worldly things, is like co/de Opixm to the ſoule, that duls 
and deads it. 2. Luſt, anger, reuenge, be the hor Srubinmes 


that ſet the Soule on fire, theſe be the fiery darts of the D1- Ephel.6y 


well,or as it were poiſoned arrowes of the Soule, 3. Drun- 
kennelle, epicuriſine, chambering, wantonnelle, loue of 
carnall plcafures z; theſe be ſcepie poiſons , that lull and 
rockethe Soulca leepe ; thele ſaith Chriſt doe overcharge, 
C 3 and 
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and onercome ment hearts, that they nener thinke of the laft 
day, 4. Selfe-loue, Ambition, Pride, Vaineglory, Hypo- 
crilie, high conceits of a mans ſelfe , thele be the fivelin 
poiſons of the Soule, Falſe teachers are puffed vp,ſaith Paul, 
and ſo are alſo hypocriticall profeſTors,that obſerve other 
mens linnes, and not their owne : nay, Knowledge it ſclfe, 
ifit be in a heartvnſanRified,ſwelrand puffec vp, 5, Amu- 
lations, Enuie, Malice; theſe be the fretting, corrodin 
eating, and _— poiſons of the Soule. Enuie, Arie 
and diuiſions, they be yet carnall, laith Pal, where theſe 
raigne ; but take heede, ſaith he, for if by theſe yee de- 
uoure one another,yow will be conſumed one of another, And 
it is alwaies ſo ſcene, that the enuious, or contentious 
ſpirited man,conſumes,deuours,and eats,notonly others, 
but himſelfe alſo. Thus we ſee the body hath not any 
poiſons, of any malignant qualitie whatſoeuer, but the 
Soyle hath thevery (ame, and-agreat deale worle. 
2, Inregard ofthe Subie#F, There be poiſons for our 

yſexte for Drinke, for Apparell, for Arrowes, Saddles, 

eats,Stirrups,for Candles, Torches. Nothing that comes 
about a Man, nothing chat he toucheth, or that touch- 
eth him, but Mans wickednetfe hath fitted,and prepared 
poiſon for it, Demoſthenes had poiſon in a Ring; Hercules 
was poiſoned by his ſhirt z /ulian with a poiſoned Arrow; 
Pope Alexander the (ixt with Wine, which hee and his 
Sonne Borgiahad prepared for certaine Cardinals: Hewry 
the third of France, with a poiſoned Knife : The good 
Dncene of Nanair, with a paire of Gloues, fent her from 
that infamous Queene Mother:and LZeo the eleuenth,the 
laſt Pope, being of the French faftion, and therefore not 
ſo well liked of the /ralians,was within twenty daies clen- 
ly remoued out of the way, by the ſmoake of a poiſoned 
Torch, as is reported by ſome thattlien were there, Thus 
nothing a mantakes into him or puts vpon him, no- 
thing that toucheth him or comes neere him, that can 
be ſafe from bodily poiſon, if Gods prouidence preuent 


it nor, 
And 
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And alas,is it not fo for the Soule ? Nay, well were it 
withvs if in all theſe there were not as great and as appa- 
rant a danger tothe ſoule, asto the body : Bur itis moſt 
true, all theſe are ſubic to a ſpirituall, and therefore a 
farre more dangerous poiſon. In our AMeate there is. 
danger of Gluttony, Excetle, Epicuriſme, In our Drinke 


Saint Peter tels vs of two horrible poiſons, Drankenneſſe 1 Pet. 4-3. 


and Drinkangs, that is, quathings, caroulings, vaine and 
needeletle drinkings ; theſe be ſuch poiſons, that the ho- 


ly Gholt cries, not onely a Poe to them that are ſtrong thus Efay 5,22. 
to eate br drinke, but cuen a Woets that Land where ber great Eccicl. 10, 
meneate and drinke otherwiſe then is for ſtrength whether 1517+ 


it bevnſeaſonable for the time, or vnreaſonable for the 
quantitie. In our Apperel,weare in danger of pride, va- 
nity, oltentation, arrogancy, inſolency, curiolity pro- 
digality, and many filthy and deadly poiſons. In our re- 
creations, of ſwearing, railing, quarrelling, impatience,cx- 
pence of our time, negle& of our calling, miſpending of 
oureſtate, Thus alas,our bodily ſuſtenance in Meat and 
Drinke, is the bane of our Soules z the ornaments of our 
body in Apparell, the deformitic of our ſoules; and the 
recreation of our bodies, made the vexation of our 
Soules: and in a word, all the externall comforts of the 
bodie, in danger to be ſpiritual] poiſons of the Soule. 


But what ſpeake | of theſe outward and exteriour bo- Sed, 14. 


dily matters : Holy things them(ſelues, and Gods owne 
molt bleſſed ordinancesarenot free. Thevery Sacraments 
themſelues haue beeneſubiet to this danger. We read of 
an Emperour poiſoned in the Bread,and a Pope in the Crp 
by divelliſh Monkes,the great Artiſts in poiſonings; for : 
Vix audet ſtigins Pluto tentare quod andet 
effreni Monachus, As their owne Poet ſaid. 

Now as a wicked Monke, or Atheiſticall Ieſuire dare 

. put corporall poiſon into the corporall Elements: ſorhe 
Diuell,their elder Brother in ſpirituall (but farre their Iu- 
nior and inferiour in bodily poiſoning) dare and can put 
ſpirituall poiſon into that holy bulines, if men comenot 
C4 with.

with ſpeciall preparation, and with the heauenly Anti- 
dotes of Holines, Faith, 8& Repentance. Witnes Iuderwho 
receiving the bleſſed Sacrament, euen at the holy handy 
of leſus Chriſt himſelfe, yet went his way more poiſoned 
and infeRted,and more full of the Diuellcthen he came, 

Then for the vic hereof, Let euery man take heed how 
hee vſeth theſe ordinances & theſe creatures of God, that 
hee may eſcape as well the (pirituall poiſon, prepared by 
the Diuell,as the corporall;that may be intended by wic- 
ked men. Firſt, for the holy Sacrament: Let euery man 
leoke to his feete, if when bee cones but into the houſe of God, 
then much more when hee comes imtothe prinie chamber,and 
within the vaile, into the Sanitum Sanftorum of God,as wee 
doe when we come to the bletled Sacrament : let vs ſee 
that wee pat off the ſa2ves of our carnall affeRions, fur the 
place wee then ſtand on « boly grownd: Let vs bring on vs 
our wedding garment, ſeeing wee arethen bidden to be 
per of the great King. And the more carefull leevsbe thus 
co prepare and furniſh and armeourſelues, the moredan- 
ger there isif we doe it not : Foryas the beſt and molt ex- 
cellent and pretious things, if they be corrupt and purri- 
fied are the ſtrongeſt poiſons; ſo the holy Sacrament if 
it be abuſed and prophaned, proues a molt pernitious 
poiſon to the ſoule of man. 

And for the externall bleſſings of Meate,Drinke, Appa- 
rell,and the like, let vs take heede how wevle them: For 
the vie of them is ſubie to great danger. Wee are gene- 
rally wary inough to ſee that bodily poiſon be not mixt 
with our meate,nor infuſed into our drinke,nor perfumed 
into our apparell : and ought we notto looke that we re- 


| ceiue not p_ poiſon in them, which-may kill the 


ſoule? Surely if a ſecret Atheilme did not creepe into ma- 
ny mens hearts, were they perſwaded as well chey had a 
retious ſoule,as 4 vile bedyzand did they deſire as well the . 
hicaleh and wel-being of rhe ſoule as the body,they would 
then be as much more carefullto auoid the ſoules poiſon 
in all theſe,as it is better then the body, and as the Divell

our ſoules enemic is a more cunning & malitious poiſoner, 
then any man can beof our bodies:let ſuch chen as would 
be, and haue the world hold chem to betrue beleevers of 


the life to come, and to expe cucrlaſting happinelle of 


their ſoules,(ee thatthey ſo vic their meatc,as they auoide 
gluttony,gurmundizing,belli-cheere,and excelle,le(t they 
poiſon their ſoules with.that that is giuen to (trengthen 
the body, and prove to be of that number,who asthe A- 


poſtle ſaith, make their 96' their God, and their ſhame their Philip.3.19. 


glory. And becauſe the holy Gholt in that place vſeth that 

hraſe, let it put vs in minde the more carefully to take 

ed of our drinking, in regard that now the Diuell 

fo farre bewitched many of the better ſort among vs, as 
they ſhame not how farrethey exccede that way in more 
then beaſtly drunkenneſſe,and drinkings,and aelo farre 
from ſhaming with it,that contrariwiſe they glory & take 
aprideinit.& conſequently make that true the holy Ghoſt 
faith , Their God «4 their belly, and their glory their ſhame, 
You young Gentlemen that are Courtiers, or otherwiſe, 
the Gallants of the world, yet remember you are Chriſti. 
ans, and as you are, ſo I propoſe to your iudgement and 

ood conſcience, two places of Scriprure, for this point

O'bur ſay our great ones, when we make a feaſt or mers 
ting to ſhew our power and !ſe, wee mult needs 
haue healths andfuch like drinkings, elſe we carenot to 
4uoide it. Yea, bur ſaith the Text,this Imperiall feaſt was 
made to fhew the riches of bis glorious Kingdome, and the be- 
noxr of bus excellent Maieſty ur and yet for all that 
did he holdeitagrecable to his glory and Maieſty,and no 
diſparagement to his kingly feaſt, to forbid quaſtings and 
caroulings, and to take order that none might compell 
chalendge, or prouoke another. 

If the great ones of our Chriſtian world, would but 
reade this Chapter at their feaſts and meetings, it would 
ſhame them to be thus reproued by a heathen,& that they 
who are fo farre vnder him in pompe and ſtate,ſhould be 
ſofar beforehim in baſe and filthy drunkenneſſe ; O but 
ſay many of our gallants,I ſcorne and hate drunkennefſle;

Weare wary that wicked men,or our 
enemies poiſon vs not in aur meate or drinke, (and its 
good to beſo in theſe daring daycs :) But is it 1oe wile- 
dome alſo totake heedethe Dwell poiſon vs not in a worle 
falhion,in theſe meates or drinkes ? Alas, what a lilly 
boall is it, | was neuer poiſoned, and | will cake order I

in regard of their gifts or places come neareſt vnto God, 
there be many and fearefull, and ſome of them the pecu-

When therefore 
Adders, nts and Dragons live with men, and love 
them, then ſhall wicked men converſe with the godly 
and doethem no hort,and then ſhall Tefuited Pa i, live 
with true Proteſtants,and makevp one body. Therefore 
theſe miſbegotten Reconcilers and Pacificators,who would 
vnite Poperie and the Gofpell rogether, and yet Poperie 
beas it is, may heretake great comfort in their mo—_- 
kbours : For when they bring poiſonous creaturestoli 
with men , and Mien not be the worſe, then will they 
bring this to paſle alſo : Indeede rake away the ſting and 
poiſon from the ſerpent, and then he may happily bere- 
conciled; ſo take away Popery, that is Idolatry,Superſti. 
tion, Equivocations,and many other impious and trea- 
fonable oo againſt God and his Annointed oveof 
thar Religicn, and then a pacification is poſſible betwixt 
themand vs: & what good Chriſtian but would both wiſh 
it,pray for it, and if hee knew how, help it forward?

neſſe : Forguenefle vpon Repentance may euer be had, 
but grace to repent, not alwaies, but muſt at our perill
